Asbury Park, N. J., April 7.—Highly 
sensational charges of misconduct re­ 
volving about a smoker held by local 
business men at a nearby inn last 
Thursday 
evening 
were 
made by 
Protestant clergymen in their pulpits 
here Sunday even:ng. 
A demand that any city official who 
participated in the alleged orgy be re­ 
called was made. 
The sensational utterances of the 
clergymen Sunday night are the after- 
math 
of 
a 
meeting of the Civic 
Church League, of Asbury Park, Sat­ 
urday evening. The meeting was a t­ 
tended by reform workers, local min­ 
isters and representatives of the* Ku 
Flux Flan, including District Finagle 
A. H. Bell, and newspaper men. 
An affidavit made by W alter C. 
Tindall, of Ocean Grove, proprietor 
of a printing establishment in this 
city, was laid before the conference. 
It formed the basis for the charges 
made by the ministers. 
The smoker, it is alleged in the affi­ 
davit, was held behind closed and 
locked doors, all windows being cov­ 
ered. 
Between seventy-five and IOO 
business men and guests were pres­ 
ent. 
Tindall asserts in the affidavit 
“the place was guarded by two police 
officers,” and “apparently patrolled on 
the outside by ten or twelve men.” 
Tindall alleges that seventy-three 
bottles of whisky were upon the tables 
and that champagne and beer flowed 
freely. 
Tindall swears the business 
men were entertained by three semi­ 
nude women. Tindall's affidavit gives 
a vivid description of alleged vulgar 
dancing participated in by the busi­ 
ness men and the professional enter­ 
tainers. 
He charges that as a result 
of this indecent dancing two of the 
men attempted to attack one of the 
seminude entertainers. 
While this carousing between the 
business men and women entertainers 
was going on Tindall in his affidavit 
alleges that other members of the 
party were so drunk that they could 
not get oft their chairs arui others 
were sitting on the floor. Mr. Tindali, 
who is a member of the First Baptist 
Church of this city, declares that he is 
prompted to make the charges because 
the “affair was so disgusting and 
disgraceful” and that the “public may 
be aroused and such affairs made im­ 
possible in the future.” 
The affidavit gives the names of sev­ 
eral business men and officials alleged 
to have participated in the orgy. The 
Civic Church League announced .Sun­ 
day evening that the information con­ 
tained in Tindall’s affidavit would he 
placed before Prosecutor Charks F. 
Sexton today. 
All churches Sunday evening were 
crowded with curious throngs as the 
result of the appearance of an adver­ 
tisement in a 
local 
paper Sunday 
which 
read: 
“Statements will 
Is* 
made this evening from the various 
pulpits of the city concerning an out­ 
rageous affair held last week concern­ 
ing the morals of the entire shore sec­ 
tion. 
(Signed) Civic Church League.” 
At the meeting .Saturday evening 
when plans to expose the alleged im­ 
moral party from the pupits and place 
the charges before the 
prosecuting 
attorney, prominent clergymen of the 
city declared that "a change1 in gov­ 
ernment is necessary.”
